MAKING UP 

Fold the gloves with the right sides together, 
so that the long seams are next to each other. 
Sew from the cuff to the top of the seam. Then, 
roll the glove around until the two short seams 
above the thumb hole are together; and then 
sew that seam. Sew in all yarn ends, and turn 
the glove right side out to finish It. 



GLOVES WITH BOWS 

Knit both gloves. Sew a ribbon bow slightly off- 
centre so that when the glove Is worn, the bow 
sits In the centre back of the hand. 

GLOVES WITH BEADS 

Knit the gloves, but don't sew the seams. Insert 
matching thread through a sewing needle that 
will fit through the beads. Secure on the reverse 
side, and bring the needle through to the right 
nearest the cuff. Pick up a size 6 seed bead 
and a size 11 seed bead. Take the needle back 
through the size 6 seed bead and the glove, 
where the thread came out. Sew the thread 
diagonally through the yarn at the back of the 
glove, and out at the next diamond on the row 
above. Continue adding beads in each diamond, 
zigzagging up and down until the bead border Is 
complete. Sew the seams, to finish.

GLOVES WITH POM-POMS 

Nora yam knits In bands of colour, with the 
sequence repeated twice In the ball of yarn. You 
can either knit two gloves one afterthe other; 
with different colourways, or unwind the yam 
once you have completed the first glove until 
you reach the same colour sequence. 

To finish, sew the gloves up. Make pom-poms 
by cutting four 4cm or lV2in circles in thin 
card. Wrap yarn around them to build up two 
or three layers. Cut around the edge and tie a 
strong thread between the card circles. Leave 
the circles In place, for now. Make a second 
pom-pom. Sew in a double length of yam on the 
glove, leaving two long tails justabove the cuff 
but slightly to one side so that it will be In the 
middle of the back of the child’s hand. Tie an 
overhand knot about 2cm or 3/4ln from where 
the yarn Is secured on both tails. Separate the 
pairs of yarn, and tie around the pom-poms. 

Trim the ends, and remove the card circles, ■

Twists and crosses 

Wool, when knitted, traps air and immediately 
forms an Insulating layer. The more airtrapped, 
the warmerthe garment. Plain stocking stitch 
and the wool Itself will be fairly warm, but you 
can add extra thickness by way of crossed or 
twisted stitches, which can double the fabric's 
warmth. Wool in Its raw state contains a lot of 
lanolin as well - Its waterproof qualities, along 
with the warming nature of the yarn, makes it 
able to absorb moisture without feeling wet, and 
still retain Its warmth. Also, there are the elastic 
qualities of the yarn and the knitted fabric, 
meaning that movement is never constricted. 
What better combination Is there in a fabric.for 
fishermen out at sea to wear, or for those still on 
land tending the windswept fieldsi 
Its likely that the stitches on early garments 
made for practical use were worked more 
closely than we tend to work ours now. It was 
the women who spun the wool, and It may have 
been the men as well as the women and girls 
who actually knitted the garments. They used 
goose quills as needles. Since they knew that 
the more yarn in a garment, the more protective 
it would be. Its not surprising that all sorts of 
stitches were invented to thicken the overall 
piece. It may have Just been incidental that 
these developed into sculptural stitch patterns 
that often reflected the interlaced pattern 
traditions of Celtic art. Practicality probably 
came first, and beauty was the bonus.

Forming patterns 

without a doubt patterns were developed 
over the course of time by many Individuals, 
and passed on by sample or demonstration. 
Families had their own favourites, but nothing 
was written down until relatively recently. 
Undoubtedly, patterns are still developing today, 
which Is a wonderful thingl 
A number of patterns were given names, and 
are something of an Insight Into the religion and 
way of life of these hardy people. It would not 
be possible to show all Aran stitches here, but 
those I have chosen for this masterclass are 
typical and traditional. Cables represent the 
fisherman's rope, and symbolise good luck 
and safely when fishing Diamonds represent 
, wealth, success and treasure. Trinity stitch, 
also sometimes known as Biackberty stitch. 

Is the emblem of life given by God and, of 
course, the Holy Trinity of Christian belief. Irish 
Moss stitch represents the gifts of the sea - 
i namely Carrageen Moss, which the islanders 
are able to harvest at low tide. 

Aran yarn 

Traditional Aran yarn is quite hairy, thick and 
oily, and an off-white colour. This was what was 
needed, or most easily produced. No yarn Is 



; produced on the Islands today, so it's brought 
i In from the mainland forthose there who do 
; knit, mainly forthetourlsttrade. Aran thickness 
; of yarn Is now one of our standard types, ^ 

; making a basic tension of ISsts and 24 rows 
; to 2.5cm or tin. Now, of course, it's available in 
; many fibres from rough wool, to refined wool jjp 
; mixtures, to synthetics. Ifyou are lookingfora 
i traditional type ofyarn, search on the Internet « 
; forAran Shetland. Although the Shetlands are ^ 
I not among the Aran Islands, the wool there Is of 
; similar original quality. When I recently visited 
; Ireland, I found a beautiful, soft Aran wool yarn 
; spun from Blueface Leicester at Craftspun 
I Yams, which does mail order and has a website 
; at www.craftspun.ie Also look In your local yam 
; shops, as they are bound to have a choice of 
I yams and colours in a suitable weight Needles 
i used are generally around 5mm, UK size 6. 

Adapting patterns 

I Ifyou wish to adapt a favourite garment pattern 
I to Incorporate Aran knitting stitches, bear In 
; mind that the way the stitches work will tend to 
; draw the knitting In widthwise. You'll probably 
; need to add a number of stitches for the width 
: of each piece to keep the finished size right. 

To Introduce Aran knitting to any of you who 
; may have looked at, but not felt brave enough 
I to pick up a cable needle yet, I have chosen a 
; handful of typical stitches. Before embarking 
I on a major piece, take a few moments to work 
^ through the following stitch samples. You dont 
I have to use Aran yarn for these - any will do.

Basic cables 

These are formed by a set of stitches - usually 
two, four or six - that are crossed over another 
set of stitches, usually the same number The 
first set will be placed on the cable needle 
and held while the second set Is knitted. Then, 
the second set Is knitted, and the crossover is 
complete. If the stitches on the cable needle are 
held to the front of the worK the crossover will 
slant left, If they are held to the back of the work 
the crossover will slant right. From this simple 
basic movement, numerous combinations of 
stitch patterns can be formed from basic cables 
to complex ones, and even all-over patterns 
such as Honeycomb or Trellis. Do give cable 
stitches a try - a whole new world will open up, 
and a fashionable one at thatl 
The sample here shows a simple 2x2 cable. 
You'll see that the crossover gives a left slant, 
but you can easily change it to a right slant by 
simply putting the cable needle at the front of 
the work, as explained above. 

Cast on tests. 

Row 1: P6, K4, P6. 

Row 2: K6, P4, K6. 

Row 3: P6, C4F, P6. 

Row4:K6,P4,K6. 

Repeat these four rows. 



Trinity stitch 

This stitch Is a great favourite of mine. You get 
a bobbly, raised pattern without having to turn 
and re-turn the work. With practise. It's easy to 
know where you are, but to begin with It's a little 
bit trlcl^. On the wrong side, the stitches are 
alternately taken as three purled together and 
then three stitches formed from a single stitch. 
After a few rows, you'll soon spot that you need 
to pud together the three that were made last 
time, and make three out of the stitch that sits 
on Its own. It does take time to get used to the 
fact that the right side of the work Is a row of 
Just purl stitches, as we are all used to working 
the formation of a pattern on the right side. 

You need a multiple of four stitches for this. For 
the sample shown here, cast on 24sts. 

Row 1 (RS): Purl. 

Row 2: |P3tog (Kl, PI, Kl] all Into the next 
stitch); repeat this whole sequence another 
five times. 

Row 3: Purl. 

Row 4: IKI, PI, Kl] all Into the next stitch, p3tog); 
repeat this whole sequence another 
five times. 

Continue by repeating these four rows.

Diamond pattern 

Diamonds appear In many Aran patterns 
and, when worked together, can form Trellis 
and similar designs. A cable needle Is used 
to move the two knit stitch formations closer 
to or further away from each other When the 
diamond reaches full width, the stitches are 
moved towards each other again, and when 
they meet they need to cross over If there Is an 
even number of stitches Involved, the crossover 
can be a simple cable crossing as in the cable 
stitch on page 41. It can slant to right or left as 
required. If there Is an odd number of stitches, 
things become Just a little more complex. In 
our sample this is so, as the diamond Is filled 
with Irish moss stitch, which needs to be kept 
central. When you realise this, what looks like 
a complicated set of manoeuvres makes more 
sense and they are. In fact, quite easy to work.

Joining crochet 

I’ve almost finished 
crocheting my first 
— - sweater - how do I 

join the pieces neatly? 

Ariana Meyers, Exeter 

Anne says; There are a 
few ways to Join crochet 
pieces together; and 
each version serves a different 
purpose. Some use a needle to 
join the seams, but you can Join 
pieces with crochet. Make sure 
you use the same yarn that you 
used for your project, unless 
you want to make a decorative 
exterior seam, This Is usually 
done with double crochet. Using 
a contrasting colour, insert 
the crochet hook from front to 
back through the edge pieces 
you want to join, put the yam 
around the hook and pull the 
loop through, then complete 
one double crochet In the usual 
way. Continue to work one 
double crochet In each pair of 
adjacent loops across, until you 
reach the end of the seam. 



A slip stitch adds virtually no 
height to the work and leaves a 
relatively flat seam. Simply place 
the pieces together with right 
sides facing and slip stitch by 
inserting the hook into the two 
pieces. Bring the yarn over the 
hook, and pull the loop through 
the work and the loop on the 
hook to complete the slip stitch.

If 
you’re worried about this, get 
someone to check how you 
hold your yarn and needles. 
Sit up straight on either 
straight-backed chairs or a

to move around. If you have 
a large project, try doing it 
in stages rather than leaving 
it until the last minute and 
knitting through the night. Sit, 
and keep your feet on the 
floor You can also prop your 
arms on pillows or cushions 
to support your body and the 
weight of your project. » >

E l crocheted a sweater, 
but I think the edges 
look a bit plain. What 
can I do to dress them up?

Anne says: Crocheted 
y-Y edgings and braids 
can easily be applied 
directly to the garmenf, or 
worked as a separate strip and 
then sewn on. An edging Is 
usually crocheted directly onto 
the garment as a way to neaten 
openings such as neckbands 



and cuffs, or as an additional 
decorative trim. Separate 
edgings will need to be worked 
for the required length, and 
then sewn Into place. PIcot and 
cluster edgings are among the 
most popular ways of finishing 
your garment, and there are 
many variations of both. For an 
extra-special trim, particularly 
when you're making something 
formal, tty Incorporating beads 
Into looped edgings. Other 
ways of embellishing are to add 
tassels, fringes, braids, cords 
and crocheted buttons.

For Instance, 
there’s a three-needle cast off 
that sounds much more 
complicated than It Is - It's a 



method that results In a pretty 
ridge, and is used to cast off 
and join shoulder seams at the 
same time. It gives a strong 
seam thats a lot less bulky than 
casting off and then sewing up. 

If you know how to crochet, 
try a double crochet cast 
off. Use the hook to knit two 
stitches, then wrap the yarn, 
pulling It through the loops on 
the hooK knit one more stitch 
and repeat the process. This 
gives the edge a crocheted look.

Grafting stitches 

S lVe heard of grafting 
stitches, but what 
does it mean?

A Nicki says: Grafting is 
also known as 
Kitchener stitch or 
weaving. It’s the process of 
Jolningtwo equal sets of 
stitches that are still on the 
needles, and means that you 
can seam the stitches together 
Invisibly by using a sewing 
needle and yam to create a row 
of stitches. The sewing needle 
passes through the stitches In 
the same direction as the 
knitting needle Is Inserted Into 
them. It's not a difficult process, 
but it does take a lot of 
concentration as It's easy to 
lose your place. But, you’ll get a 
really flat, Invisible seam without 
any bulkiness, so your knitting 
will look very professional!
